Letters so far uncovered nave re­ 
vealed him as wooing by mall from 
Miller, S. D., in 1 9 2 4 ; Vandalia. 111., 
In 1925, and Mansfield and Crestline, 
O., a year later. 
These letters were all from women 
lured by matrimonial agency advertis­ 
ing as were the two he confessed he 
killed in his garage at Quiet Dell hero, 
and buried along with the three child­ 
ren of one victim. 
They were revealed 
as investigation of the Detroit agency 
through which he lured his confessed 
victims began. 
In the Dakotas Powers was known 
as Joseph Gildow. 
In Mansfield he was known under 
the name of Powers.

ended today, a cabinet m inister told 
the

would consider the sailors mutineers. 
It. was understood 
the 
air 
force 
would be ordered against the insur­ 
rectionists. 
Five 
thousand 
sailors 
mutineered 
against a proposed 30 per cent reduc­ 
tion of salaries and took their officers 
prisoner. 
They moved the fleet out 
to Toncoy, about 15 miles from Co­ 
quimbo, and anchored. 
They 
then 
formed a committee to negotiate with 
the government. 
The mutineers served a 48-hour ul­ 
tim atum on the government. 
They demanded th at the governm ent 
rescind a proposed 30 per cent reduc­ 
tion in sailors’ pay, which caused tho 
mutiny, and find a resolution for the 
economic and financial crisis. 
The mutineers' declaration said th a t 
their movement was not one of in­ 
discipline against their officers and 
that in no event did they desire to 
turn the navy’s guns against their 
brothers ashore. 
They refused to ac­ 
cept salary cuts because they consid­ 
ered the present financial situation due 
to the incompetence of the present 
government and the disorder of the

Gen. Carlos Ibanez, now in exile in

The meeting of the cabinet and po­ 
litical leaders ended at 2 A. M. with 
the government promised unanim ous 
h\ pport, although there was some oh­ 
e d Ion to the governm ent’s financial 
program. 
Indicative of the seriousness with 
which the government viewed the mu­ 
tiny, former President Arturo Aile­ 
ron rid r I and Senator Manuel Hidalgo, 
considered the two leading candidates 
in the presidential elections scheduled 
for October 4, were called to the cabi­ 
net session.

It was believed he could exercise in­ 
fluence with the mutineers, although 
the sailors’ committee issued a state­ 
ment from the battleship Almtrante 
La Torre saying their action was in 
no way communistic but purely a pro­ 
test against salary reductions.

farm ers, one retired farmer, a clothier, 
a grain buyer, an implement dealer, a 
country club caretaker, a miller and a 
retired elevator manager. 
Foshay appeared untroubled as he 
w atched the proceedings which may 
send him to prison and conferred fre­ 
quently with his attorneys. 
He was 
the same jovial man who two years 
ago was regarded as one of the finan­ 
cial geniuses of the northwest business 
world. 
He was influential enough to 
have a m em ber of President Hoover’s 
cabinet attend the dedication of the 
Foshay 
tower, 
Minneapolis’ 
highest 
building, only a few weeks before th* 
crash of his concerns.

T he State Highway Patrol, after giving sufficient w arning 
to the motorists, is now proceeding to make arrests. More arrests 
and fewer warnings to motorists violating the traffic act, are 
shown by the report on the activities of the patrol fur .Inly. 
“With the patrol entering its third year of activity, and the 
motoring public given ample w arning through the newspapers, 
as well as personal warnings by the patrolmen, We feel that the 
time has come when arrests should he made for every flotation of 
a type which causes serious accidents, even if an accident does 
not Occur in this particular case,” said Earle Brown, chief patrol 
officer. “ We will continue letting motorists off with a w arning 
when the violations are of the less serious type.” 
An “a rre st” does not always mean placing the motorist in 
jail, except in cases of drunken driving or other more serious 
cases where it is not safe to leave the driver at large. In ordinary 
cases it simply means a ticket requiring him to report to the 
judge, at a specified time and place. 
Here at Brainerd and in its vicinity the patrol has been 
prompt in arresting offenders who have ranged the wrung side of 
the highway, who have been drunk while driving and who have 
been involved in reckless driving. They have given prompt as­ 
sistance to those injured in wrecks, have speedily cleared the 
highways and as quickly restored traffic which would otherwise 
carry further acc idents as motorists choked roads or stopped to 
•ee what had happened.

Crime of Kidnaping 


T he crim e of kidnaping seems to be flourishing in the I nited 
States. From the midwest the scene of large operations in this 
field of criminal w arfare lias been transferred to the New York 
area and one finds three1 cases in the news of the day, the Rosen­ 
thal ease in which a rich, young broker was held for ransom, re­ 
leased and the- alleged gang believed responsible captured; a sec­ 
ond case rn which carrier pigeons are being used to transfer the 
messages seeking ransom for the release of the young son of a 
New York lawyer; and the Rudy Valise case where* a kidnaping 
threat alarm ed the couple and their friends. 
There is no more reprehensible crime than kidnaping! no of­ 
fense that causes more mental torture for the* person taken and 
his relatives. Few of the cases get publicity. Loved ones dp ad to 
disobey the threats made, gladly raise the ransom and all con­ 
cerned say no more about it. To comply with the demands mad * 
by one gang is no guarantee that others may Hot seek to carry out 
the same procedure. 
It is generally difficult to track the c riminals and almost im- 
possible for the kidnaped person to identify the offenders, the 
place where he has been kept; the route take n from home and tile 
return home. To finally elude the grasp of such a band makes up 
a harrow ing experience that remains fore ver to haunt the mem­ 
ory of a victim. 
The penalty cannot be too severe* to punish kidnapers.

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Highway Patrol Makes More Arrests 


T h e State Highway Patrol, after giving sufficient w arning 
to the motorists, is now proceeding to make arrests. More arrests 
and fewer warnings to motorists violating the traffic act, are 
shown by the report on the activities of the patrol for July. 
“With the patrol entering its third year of activity, and the? 
motoring public given ample warning through the newspapers, 
as well as personal warnings by the patrolmen, we feel that the 
time has come when arrests should be made for every violation of 
a type which causes serious accidents, even if an accident does 
not occur in this particular case,” said Earle Brown, chief patrol 
officer. “We will continue letting motorists off with a w arning 
when the violations are of the less serious type.” 
An “a rre st” does not always mean placiug the motorist in 
jail, except in cases of drunken driving or other more serious 
cases where it is not safe to leave the driver at large. In ordinary 
cases it simply means a ticket requiring him to report to the 
judge, at a specified time and place. 
Here at Brainerd and in its vicinity the patrol has been 
prompt in arresting offenders who have ranged the wrong side of 
the highway, who have been drunk while driving and who have 
been involved in reckless driving. They have given prompt as­ 
sistance to those injured in wrecks, have speedily cleared the 
highways and as quickly restored traffic, which would otherwise 
carry further accidents as motorists choked roads or stopped to 
see what had happened.

Crime of Kidnaping 


T h e crime of kidnaping seems to he flourishing in the Uniter 
States. From the midwest the scene of large operations in this 
field of criminal w arfare has been transferred to the New York 
area and one finds three cases in the news of the day, the Rosen­ 
thal case in which a rich, young broker was held for ransom, re­ 
leased and the alleged gang believed responsible captured; a sec­ 
ond case in which carrier pigeons are being used to transfer the 
messages seeking ransom for the release of the young son of a 
New York lawyer; and the Rudy Vallce case where a kidnaping 
threat alarmed the couple and their friends. 
There is no more reprehensible crime than kidnaping, no of­ 
fense that causes more mental torture for the person taken and 
his relatives. Few of the cases get publicity. Loved ones dread to 
disobey the threats made, gladly raise the ransom and all con­ 
cerned say no more about it. To comply with the demands made 
by one gang is no guarantee that others may not seek to carry out 
the same procedure. 
It is generally difficult to track the criminals and almost im­ 
possible for the kidnaped person to identify the offenders, the* 
place where he has been kept, tho route taken from home and the 
return home. To finally elude the grasp of such a band makes up 
a harrowing experience that remains forever to haunt the mem­ 
ory of a victim. 
The penalty cannot be too severe to punish kidnapers.

S c a n n i n g the 25 years ago column in Tho Brainerd Dispatch 
you will notice a reference to the kindness shown children by 
Charles H. R itter who gave all the little girls who marched in 
the Labor Day parade a ride in his automobile. 
Mr. R itter is believed to have operated the first automobile 
in Brainerd, closely followed by the Rosko Brothers, (’ars in those 
days were not the quiet, noiseless kind. When the' Hitter and 
Rosko cars and later the high-wheeled Bill Hoist car made their 
appearance on the streets of Brainerd, the horn, and wear and 
tear of the labored machinery notified tin' whole town that a car 
• was on the thoroughfare. 
The great question those days was whether the machine 
“could go.” Streets knew little macadam. Cement was unknown 
on city streets. The country roads in many cases were sand ruts. 
It required real courage and determination to motor out in the 
country, traversing heavy roads, sidestepping the farmers* hay­ 
racks and buggies, and carefully threading one’s way through 
herds that grazed on the public highway. 
The development of cars and highways proceeded and 
brought us the motoring paradise of today. It brought the great 
lake country close to Brainerd. It reduced mileage between neigh­

During the month of August a total 
of $15,873.39 was collected by his office. 
Three funds are 
particularly de­ 
pressed although not serloualy. it is 
noted from county records. 
The poor 
fund is seven m onths overdrawn, the 
revenue fund Is two months overdrawn 
and the road and bridge fund is one 
month overdrawn 
However such a condition is not 
alarm ing as It represents practically 
the entire amount of debt of the coun­ 
ty-Inform ation of the county’s financial 
status this year Is given in the report 
of Mr. Hagberg.
